No. 386.—Notification —It is hereby notified for public information that the Lieu 
nant-Governor of Bengal proposes, under the powers conferred on him by sections XI und 
XII of Act V (B C.) of 1864 (The Canals Act}, to pass the rules, of which a draft ix, published 
below, for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of the said Act in regurd to the 
Eastern Canal Route and the Outer Boat Routes as defined in this Pepartment’s Notification 
No, 801 of the 12th August 1884. : 

1. Whenever mooring posts may have been put up by the Supervisor, vessels shall bo / 
made fast by the head and stern along the banks to such podts, and shall not be moored in ‘ 
any other manner. . 

2 The Supervisor may by notification prohibit vessels of any particular dimeusions 
from passing through any particular line of navigation, {aud also peut the dropping of 
ancbors or the putting up of bamboos or Iuggies in any part of the canals or banks. } 

8. As the water falls, the head and,stern ropes of moored vesscis must be loosened 
and the vessels gradually pushed towards the centre of the canal; when the flood comes in 
these two ropes must be gradually pulled in, and the vossels kept as closo to the bank as 

wssible. ‘ 
i 4. Vessels whilst loadiug or unloading in the canals will be allowed to use ladders 
but the ladders must be gradually taken in as the water rises. 

5. Only one vessel shall be allowec to make fast along and in line with the canal’s 
banks, and no vessel shall be made fast, or be placed outside of vessels so secured No 
vossel shall be placed in such a position as to endanger the safety of OMMer vessels, or obstruct 
the passage of other vessels, 

_.* 6, “Vessels passing through the canals shall keep in separate lines: ompty vessels keep- 
ing close to the bavk, aud those that are laden in the centre. 

"7, In portions of the canals where only one towing path exists, vesscle shall moor on- 
the off side, and the towing-path side shall always be kept clear, (The towing-path side 
shall be used by vessele going against the tide, and by no others.) 

"8° In order to avoid collision and confusion, vessels waiting for a favourable tide at 

the junetion of two or more rivers shallsbe moored at a distdnce of uot less than 1,000 feet 
fron the point of junction. rf ;

18. In every case of wreck caused by negligence or otherwise, the Supervisor and his 
subordinates will give every assistance in removing the same. 

14. A notice shall be affixed on such wreck, when recovered, calling on those concerned 
to pay to the Supervisor any fine which may have been adjudged, as well as the expenses 
incurred in the recovery or removal of the wreck; and intimating that if tho sum be noi 
paid withiu 15 days of the date of notice, the bont and its contents, or so much of it as 
may be necessary for the recovery of the dues, will be sold, the proceeds of the sale being 
dealt with as directed in section IX of the Act. 


15. Every Canal Officer is authorized to remove any veesel, anchor, pole, or other thing 
which he may find in a position which is in contravention of these rules, and to deal with 
it in such a manner as may be necessary to give effect to the rules, 


16. Whenever any Inden vessel is seized by a Canal Officer, it shall be the duty of the 
Supervisor to give immediate notice of the samo to the owner, or his agent, and to require 
the removal of the cargo without delay ; intimating at the same time that the owner will be 
required to pay all expenses necessary for the proper custody and storage of the same, 

17. If the Supervisor be unable to ascertain the name and place of business or of 
abode of the owner of the cargo of any vessel seized under the Canal’s Act, be shall notify 
the seizure by advertisement in his office and in one or more of the Calcutta newspapers 
or advertisement papers. Such notices shall call upon the owner to cause the immediate 
removal of the cargo, and to pay any necessary expenses incurred in providing for its proper 
custody and storage. 

18. The Supervisor may incur whatever expense he may think necessary for the proper 
custody and storage of the cargo of any vessel scized under the Cxnal’s Act, and if the 
cargo be not removed within 10 days from the dute of scizure,he may sell the same at 
public auction to the highest bidder, after gi 15 days’ notice of the same by advertise- 
ment in oue or more of the Calcutta newspapers, or advertisement papers, aud affixed in 
his office. ; 

19. ‘The money realized at such a sale shall he applied, first, t> defray any expenditure 
that may have been incurred by the Supervisor on account of the cargo sold, and the balanee, 
if any, shall be held in deposit to be puid to the owner of the said cargo on his applying for 
the same. 

20. ‘The Canals may be closed once a year for effecting the necessary ropairs to them 
on one month’s notice of the intention so to close them; but in the event of any sudden

the Cattalee, and the Clyde to continue the work seaward. ‘lhe Clyde after this time made 
better progress, and when out of sight of land carried on the triangulation with boats and. 
rafts about as far south as latitude 21° 21N, I then wont round by sea in the Resolute 
to examine the heads of the sands. I considered it would have been waste of time and 
money to make a finished survey of the heads unless we were going to lay baoys at once, 
asin the event of having to lay them, the whole place would have to be re-surveyed. Out 
of sight of land in the absence of any marke, whenever it comes to laying the buoys wo 
must traverse up the chanuels to pick up the prover plaves for laying them; any finished 
survey would therefore go for nothing until the buoys arc to be actua-ly laid, 

9.° On arriving off the Mutlah light-ship, I took a departure and then stood up 
chaunel, connected up yith the Clyde’s lower triangulation marks, aud then went seaward 
again, and examined the channels, 1 found that Ward’s chart seaward of the avove-named 
Latitude (21°-21’) was quite correct enough for all practical purposes, und I then settled 
ouly to go auother two miles seaward and withdraw the Clyde to Culeutt, I then returned 
ind i Resolute by sea; again examining tarefully the heads of the sauds dung the passage 
round. 

10, On the 7th February the Clyde having completed very nearly to the position 
Mr. GD, Waller, had ordered returned to Calcutta, avd was paid off, the vessel 

HL D, Waller laid up, and the officers reverted to their proper work on the 
oH A, Bough, Hooghly river. 1 then worked only with the marginally 
noted officers with steamer Cucivo and steam-cutter asp, and cmployed ne other officers 
during the remaining time the survey was in progress. Nothing of special interest occurred 
during this time, the weather being fine and the erews fairly healthy. 

TL. Daring the progross of the survey, I took the precaution ‘to sink iron sockets in 
different parts of the river bank, and connected them by triangulnsion; so that any future 
surveyors may be uble to work on my lines, that is, the value between any two adjacens 
_ sockets bein asurvey may be conmenced at once. It will also greatly facilitate 
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the laying of the buoys should we have to do so I also built bench, marks at Cattalee, 
Napookrya, Chota, Haroobanga, «and Hooghly Nuddee, the vafue of being 
recorded on the charts, ‘There is also a bench mark placed in the Port Canning Company’s

13. During the time the survey operations were beitrgy undertaken, there was coms 
paratively very little sickness amongst the erews, althouzh they were exposed all day long; 
and when the triangulation and shore detail was being done, they were knocking about the 
swampy jungle from daylight tili dark, Mr. Joues appears to have been the greatest sufferer, 
as he complained of fever on aud off the whole time he was there, and was recommended 
for a mouth’s sick leave by the Port Commissioners’ Surgeon on his return to Caleutta, 
A few ot the men got slight fever, but it ix just possible they (who are subject to this sort 
of thing) may have got it anywhere else, ‘The umber of miles sounded in the Mutla river 
was 235, and the coast line mapped and tigonomerrically luid down 235 miles. 
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14. Amongst the officers employed on the Mutlah survey, I wish especially to bring to 
votice the services of Mr. G. D, Waller, He was most untiring in his eflort to assist me 
in every possible way, and his work was most curefully and accurately laid down. 





—The tides in the outer channels, that is below Dallhousiv, appear to rotate 
int yas they do in the Huogbly, viz, the first of the floot to the W. N. W. 
working round to E. N. E., and the first of the ebb commencing at B.S. E, working round 
to W. 8. W. und the strength of the tides similar to thos of the Hooghly. ‘The 
flood.on nearing the land rnus dircet up channel, the greater part tending towards the 
eastera shore until abrenst of Dalhousie Haver when it slightly crosses south of the 
Grappler shoal towards Poel’s Point, forming unimportant eddies off that place; it then 
runs’ direct wp chunnel until abreast af Rodger’s Pomt where it bifurcates, — the 
Greater portion running up the Biddah River and the rest round [todgers’ Point 
into. Cattalee bight, leuving perfectly slack’ water in the vicinity of Biddah i’cint, From 
Spree bight the water runs along past Cattalee Point into Ward’s reach forming eddies 
éf:Cattelee Point, and on reaching that shore the strength of the tide runs up the back of 
Napookrya sand to Middle Point ; from thence the tide crosses the river ruuning up that shore 
























‘nauil it-reaches nearly abreast of Cooltolla river, when it is again diverted into Hurooabanga 
sah 3 it then’ rane fair up channel until abreast of Cuckoo Point, when it crosses the river 
c-Waret off the point with strong eddies in the chunnel ; it there runs across to Cawasjee 
ind-there disperses itself, the greater part crossing bewween the Hooghly aud 


birding vhe-eostern baak about fof a mile south of Bhonie Point, forming a large space of 
om ; and ‘she remaiuder over, wud at the back of Hooghly sand uniting again of 
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Hooghly Nudaee, forming moderate eddies. A part of the flood then runs up Hooghly 
Nuddee and the remainder into the opposite bight and from there direct up chanwel forming 
eddies of the point below Edoo village. After clearing Edoo reach the strength of the fi 
runs up the back of Daboghur sand, and then fair up channel into Canning. The atrength 
of the flood tide slightly varies in different parts of the river, but the maximum rate recorded 
was on the top of a spring tide off Canning, when its velocity reached 5 knots an hour. 

16. ‘The ebb tide inside the Murlah river sets fairly down the channels until off 
Rodger’s Point, whero it forms considerable eddies; it then runs down along Peel Island 
and straight down the channel until lust quarter ebb, when the direction of the tide runs 
S. W. from about abreast of Dalhousie Pomt across the river towards Halliday’s Island. 
The maximum of the ebb tide recorded was from 24 to 3 knots per hour. The maximum 
rise of tide was at Port Canning 18 feet 4 juches above the lowest recorded low water. 

17. Description of the land adjoining Mutlah River :—It maytbe just as well to place 
fon record a bricf description of the land adjoining the Mutlah aa it now is, in 1884, from 
Canning to the sea, Port Canning town is in a most dilapidated condition; all the brick 
buildings, except three dwelling-houses exclusive of the Hailway station, Cutchery, and rice 
miils, have gone to ruin. ‘The bazar is totally neglected and falling to pieces, and no water 
fit to drink is obtainable in the place, the large tanks being more or less impregnated with salt, 
‘There are about 700 native buts, but the occupiers are about the most lazy set of people 
Lhave ever mot. It was with difficulty you coul i get the services of coolies, aud even then 
we had to get the influence of the Port Canning Company Agcut or Manager of the Rice 
Mill, Mr, Zeigler, to bear before they would work for you, 

18. ‘The whole of the foreshore from Cauning station round to the rice mill, in the 
Bydiadaree River, is more or less washing away, and numerous spurs or groins have been 
erected round the place with a view of preserving the land from further erosion, A tramway 
line of 3°8 miles, which s the logility where the town would have stood, is sadly in 
need of repairs. ‘The five jetties are simply worn-out for want of attention, und the boat 
dock, which I am given to understand was dug 10 to 12 feet deep, is now overgrown with 
coarse grass and scrub, the dock gates aud walls having ali fallen into the Bydiadwree River. 
Just to the eastward of the entrance to the buat dock is a large well-built sluice, which 
appears to he kept in fair repair, ‘The whule of the land’ iuside the tram Ime is overgrown 
with Oola grass, which is sent to Calcutta by train, There is one mixed train running 
daily to Canning, and buck, from Sealdah station, ‘The rice ,mills were working daily 
during the time the survey parties were working in the Mutlah, the Manager living in the 
large building that was erected us an hotel 

19, The Port Canning Company’s Agent (Mr. Cowaxjee Eduljee) also resides at Canning 
and manages large tracts of land that arc under rice cultivation, He informed ame that 
during the dry season very little fever indced existed amongst the natives, and even during 
the raing there docs not appear to be half as much as in former years, ‘This can be very 
easily accounted for, as the jungie has been cleared as far down as Dabooghur khull on the 
right bank, and Kaoo 6m the left bank; and 1 understand that the Canning Company are 
still extending the clearance on both bauks. Opposite Camping are the remains of a very 
fine Gridiron snd wooden bingalow ail more or less in bad repair. Otherwise between 
Canning and Edoo reach there are only native villages sprinkled about the clearance. ‘The 
whole of the land below doo reach right down to the sea is ove dense jungle, the land very 
uneven with: undulations av intervals as if parts had sumk, Av high water spring tides below 
the Cattalce, the water runs some distance inland. 

20. I picked up traces of former habitation nearly everywhere, and in one place I 
found bricks about 14 feet below the high line, uid along the sea fuco in some parts the 
place is literally lined with old bricks, some worked into the shape of pebbles by the wash on 
the sea beach. = 

21, The whole of the country is infested with tiger, pig, and deer, We saw six tigers 
during the time the survey was going on, and on the right bank of the river whenever you 
Jand and the jungle is fairly light you can trace the fresh marks of tiger. The lascars 
refused simply to land unless we fired a rifle off before doing In March lest 8 tiger 
badly mauled a man within two miles of Canning, and it is a wonder to me that we don’t 
hear of more wood-entters being taken off, 3 

22. Alteration in the channels compared with former surveys.—It is impossible to make 
any really test comparison regarding the alterations of the channels in the Mutlah as com. 
pared witn former surveys, as I have failed to trace any record as to what the soundings on 
those former charts were reduced to, but presuming they were reduced to the lowest low 
water, ] will use that as x busis to draw up @ comparison betweeu Ward’s survey and the one 
recently underteken by myself. 

23, Western or Ward’s channel.—The lowet part of the channel, from the light-ship 
to about lat. 21° 20‘ north, appears to be about the same, the soundings shoaling very quickly 
from 11:05 fathoms. This long flat extends right up abreast of the narrow part of the channel 
between the shoalest part of the Roymutlah and Buichery sands, You witl then carry 25 
fet the least water, deepening very quickly as you get to the northward, and when clear 
of the apex of Roymutlah shoal you have a splendid channel of deep water. This compares 
very favourably with Ward’s chart, which only showed 24 as least weter ; but the positign 
of his shoal-water is much farther northward than is shown on our chart, 

24. Enstern Channel —Situated between Roymutlsh and Bhangadony sands appsam 
not to have altered anything very noticeable within the channel, but at the upper end abort’ fg 
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miles south-west of Dalhousie Point a shoal has formed with only 9 fect on it at low water, 
which contracts the deep channel in that locality to only a mile wide, whereas in Ward’s 
ets no such shoal existed, and the channel was in the same locality about 24 miles wide. 
‘vho Roymutlah sand has entirely changed in shape since Ward’s survey. He showed 
a ory patch of some extent, and a long tongue of sand with vss than 24 feet on it running 
neatly up to Dalhousie Point, This has entirely washed away. ‘The hesd of the sandis now 
quite abrupt, with 18 feet ut the apex, which is six miles south of Dalhousie Point, and to 
the northward of this the wawr immediately dcenens to over 80 feet. ‘The dry patch does 
not exist, the least water found being 2 fect; but at all times there arc very heavy rollers 
over this shoal, 

25. Dalhousie Flat.—Yn 1853 this shoal shown just abreast of Dalhousie Point and trond. 
edaway in the direction of the channel, and therefore did not interfere very much with it. 
"The flat now has formed a little above Dalhousie Point, and extends one mile westward into 
the chennel, and then runs due sonth23 miles; then a small channel exists, of 22 to 23 
feet, and after which, comes the 9-foot patch already refcrred to, ‘This patch, T have no 
doabt, is formed by what was formerly the tail of the Dalhousie Plat, and probably is the 
accumulation of sand washed away from the small channel of 22 to 23 fect, but moved so meh 
further to the westward. From Dalhonsic Point to the entrance of the Cattalee reach the 
deep-water channel has remained fairly the same ia width as shown in Ward’s chart, but the 
depth of water generally is couSiderably greater. The positions of the several shoals have 
ouusiderably altered ; the small island which hore about N. 4 W. distance 1} miles from 
the north ‘end of Halliday’s Island, has entirely disappeared : there is now any depth from 
40 to 60 feet at low water iu that position, The whosl of Malliday’s Island “has entirely 
altered. ‘There is now o large dry flat extending from the south-castern point along the 
custeru side of the island to about j of x mile north of it: there another small dey patch 
exists § of a mile north of that, Jn Ward’s chart there is a narrow shoal spit with from 
} to 1 fathom of water over it extending from the north point of Halliday’s Island right up 
to Peel’s Point, thus forming a har agross the Bouia River. From three miles north of 
Halliday’s Island this said spit has entirely washed away, the present chart showing 40 
tw 60 feet. ‘The spit off the south point of Halliday’s Island has also disappeared, the 19 
feet shoal about 1 mie sovth-west of Grant’s Point has vanished, and there is from 30. to 
40 fect in that position, ‘The long flat just south of Rogers’ Point showing 9 feet as the 
Jeast water has also disappeared, the least water on it now beiug 25 feet. About two-thirds 
of the way betweenn Dalhousie Point and Hallidav’s {sland a new shoal (which T have 
named the Middle Ground) has formed with 15 fet as Jeast water on it, but there is plenty 
of water and agood channel to the westward of it. Ward’s chart shows 35 fect in tho same 
position. ‘The Grappler sand has altered somewhat in slaps, and has extended to the 
southward with 1] to 12 fect on its south end. Another long and narrow shoal with 23 fect 
least water has formed im the channel about 14 miles north of Beadon’s Poiut and 1 mile 
off the left bank. 

‘The high water line, or I should more correctly define’ it, the jungle line, shows a 
considerable dillerence in width from bank to bank as compared with Ward’s chart varying 
from to one mile, the recent survey showing always the greater width. Hallidag’s Isiand 
also appears to have washed away, it being 4 mile less in length than Ward’s chart shows. 

Thardly think that the banks could have washed away or widened a mile in $1 years, 
but I observed at all times enormous quantities of carth falling into the river, 

Between these two places therefore “Dalhousie to entrance of Cattalce,” although 
considerable alterations have occurred, it has not affected the navigable chanucl beyond that 
it is now deeper than it was 30 years ago. . 

The Cattalee.—Very considerable changes have occurred in the Cattalee since Ward’s 
survey. The Diamond sand which extended the whole length of the reach had always U4 feet 
on it, whereas now there is a large patch of sand showing 2 to 3 fect dry ahove low water. 

‘Phe south channel has a bar extending from Rodgers’ Point and connects with the 
Diamond sand, but on the north channel the flood tide appears to have cut right through the 
sund, forming a channel into Cattalce bight leaving the eastern tail of Diamond sand off 
Biddah Poift intact. ‘There are two small patches of 15 and 17 feet in the channel, but 
otherwise it is much deeper than it was in 1853, and ou an average in the narrowest part 
about 200 feet wider. 

Phe next alteration of importance is in the locality of Middle Point. The Napookrya 
sand has extended 2 miles further down thelriver with a dry patch situated about where 
the limit of the sand is shown on Wayd’s chart, and it now forms two channels into the 
next bight, one close past Middle Point, and the other across to Waller’s point. ‘There 1s 
also a dry patch of sand to the northward of Middle Point where Ward gives nothing under 
7 feet, Above this position to Bhonie Point the water is fairly cloar of shoals: the small 
flat above Cuckoo Point, the 19-foot flat just helow and nearly in centre of the river, and 
‘the small’ shoal off Cooltolah River shown on Ward’s chart having all disappeared. 

“< Between Hooghly Nuddee and Bhonie Point, the chanucls and sands have entirely 
‘altered, the narrowe:® part of the channel in Ward’s chart shows nothing under 1,000 fect, 
‘but now there is barely 400 feet, 

“. Mt sagt entrance to Kdoo reach an extensive flat has formed off Golabarry Point, giviug 
‘Gly Y4 feet where formerly 50 to 60 féet were shown, otherwise Edoo reach is somewhat 
‘eimorlar'to what it was in former surveys. From Edoo to Canning the general feature of 
‘the-chart appears about the same. 
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From the ahove comparison it will be seen that since the survey of 1858 several 
alterations have occurred both in new sands and shobls forming, and others washing away ; 
but taking the actual navigable channels, it appears to we that in direction and width there 
has been very slight alteration indeed, except in two places in the upper reaches (Napookrya 
and Bhopie), but in neatly every instance the channel is now deeper, and at places differing 
2 much as from three to four fathoms. 

Referring to the two places Napookrya and Bhouie, in the former locality, the 
Napookrya sand having come so far down, tke flood tide has made a channel at the back of 
the sand, so that the place has improved; but regarding Bhonie reach the channeb has 
narrowed down to 400 feet from 1,000 fect in 1853); but a fair channel with a bar of 12 
feet between Bhonie and Hooghly savd could be taken on a Hood tide by inward-hound 
ed the propor crossing marks were erected. All the sands that were covered 
more or less with water in the former survey lave now w very considerable amount dry, ao 
that with the deeper channels and Jarge altcrationsiin the sands we must conclude that verg 
wany alterations have occurred regardies- of the fact of our soundings being reduced to 
only approximately the same level as Ward’s survey of 1853, as I dare say there would uot be 
more than a foot difference at the most. 

The most important drawback to the navigation of the river is that below Dalhousie 
Point to the light-ship the ground is so flut_ and the soundings vo regular that your lead is 
no guide iu had or thick weather as to which side of the chanfel you are on, and the edges 
of the sands so steep that before you get time for a second cast, your vessel would probably 
be on shore, Inside the river the same thing occurs as far as the sands are concerned. 
You cannot borrow on them at all, and the chauuels are so deep that it is ouly ina few places 
that you could pick np a really good anchorage 

But at the same time 1 have uo hesitation in saying that with the channels properly 
lighted and buoyed, masters of ships wish ordinary care, and providing that the weather was 
farly clear, might very safely take their vess:ls up to abreast the Cattalee with ut the aid 
of a pilot. , 

Sailing directions for the guidance of vessels making the port J must necessarily defer 
until such time as the lights and buoys are laid, as they would not be of much use without 
a full description of them included iu the directions. é

In the event of the Port Commissioners deciding to open the Mutlah, I beg to append

My opinion at present is that if the river is opened, a small steamer will"be required 
to look after the conservancy, but I will be able to give a better opinioa on this point after 
next season’s buoy work is completed in the Hooghly. 

To light up both channels three-light vessels, besides the present Mutlah vesacl, and 
a pile light-house on the south-east corner of Wailiday’s Islaud would be the minimum 
number of lights required for safe navigation, —

* The 81st October 1884,—It is hereby notified 
for general information that the Lieutenant- 
Governor has been pleased to make the following 
Port and Pilot rules for the Port of Chittagong. 
They will take effect from the lst November 
1884. 

‘The Port of Chittagong, ard the navigable 
river and channels leading thereto, having, with 
the sanction of the Governor-GYneral of India in 


Council, been declared subject to the provisions | 


of Act XXII of 1855, have become subject to Act 
XII of 1875 (the Indian Ports Acti in accordance 
with the provisions of section 3 of the latter Act. 

The limits of the said Port of Chittagong are 
as follow :— 

To the north-east,—a line drawn across the 
river Karnafoolee from the boundary pillar at the 
mouth of the Chaktai nulla to’ the boundary 
pillar on the opposite bank of the said river. 

To the south,—a line drawn from Jooldia 
flagstaff to Patuoga beacon. 

These limits include so much of the river 
Karnafoolee and the shores thereof as lie within 
fifty yards of high-water mack at ordinary spring 
tides. 

‘The limits of the navigable river and channels 
leading to the said Port of Chittagong are as 
follow:— 

To the north-east,—the Pert of Chitragong as 
above defined. a 

To the south,—a line drawn west 
Norman’s Point light-house. 

To the vorth,—the port as defined above, and 
from Patunga beacon a line drawn duc west sea- 
ward.
